Burns was awakened a short time 
after he fell asleep by a noise in 
the room. 
He raised up slightly 
«»and shook Mr. Bryson asking him 
it he had not heard pistol shots, 
as Mr. Bryson was still, he feared 
something was wrong and felt of 
hp, face which was bloody, about 
The name time he saw a man pass 
the window on the outside. Burns 
then aroused the other men and 
they made an investigation. 
Bryson had been 
shot

times through the head, one bullet 
taking effect in the temple and 
the other two at the base of the 
head just under the ear. Any one 
of tne shots would have been suf­ 
ficient to kill instantly.

Marketing 
Association shipped four ears of 


hogs on a special train to »St.Louis. 
Members of the association decid­ 
ed that they would be able to g«*t 


a better price for their hogs on 
the St. Louis markets than they 
had been getting at Fort Worth, 
so the last shipment 
was 
sent 
there. A special train was made 
up by the Frisco road along this 
line, beginning at Brady. 
This 
train goes direct to St. Louis with­ 
out a stop, consequently the loss 
from shrinkage in transit will be 
small. 
The St. Louis markets do 
not discriminate against peanut 
bogs, while the Fort Worth mar­ 
kets make almost a dollar on the 
hundred difference. 
Hog raisers will wateh this ship­ 
ment with interest, and if they 
find that the markets there do not 
discriminate, it is likely that most 
of the association’s hogs will be 
sent there. 
We will give a com­ 
plete report of this shipment in 
the next issue.

Do Packers Unjustly Discriminate 
Against Peanut and Soy Bean- 
fed Hogs? 
In several years’ work which 
th«' writer «lid at the Alabama cx- 
periinent station it was determin­ 
ed that the lard from hogs which 
bad been fattened on corn alone 
melted, on the average, at a tem­ 
perature of 43 degrees. This is a 
satisfactory and firm lard; no one 
objects to this kind of a body and 
this kind of a lard. When similar 
hogs were fattened upon soy beau 
and peanut pastures the melting 
point was usually reduced from 10 
to 15 degrees within 30 to 40 days, 
in many cases, when the amount 
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is one of Comanche County’s pioneer hog- 
raising. dairying, diversifieationists, a man 
who has made a scientific study of the bus­ 
iness from every standpoint and is consider- 
ed good authority on

ers. 


it has been seen above that the 
bodies and lard can be made soft 
very quickly and rapidly. 
The 
proposition can be turned around; 
these same bodies can be 
made 
firm and hard again quickly—but 
probably not as quickly as they 
were rendered soft. To illustrate; 
The writer fattened some hogs on 
peanuts and the melting point of 
the lard was lowered to 28.3 de­ 
grees—practically oil. In 35 more 
days of feeding on 
corn 
alone 
this melting point was brought up 
to 38 to 39 degrees, and when corn 
and cotton seed meal were both 
used, the melting was raised to 
40 to 44 degrees. 


At another «.im«* some 
hogs 
were fattened on soy bean pas­ 
tures, and the resultant lard was 
liquid or semi-liquid. In 28 fo 35 
days 
these 
hogs’ 
lards 
were 
brought back to a melting point 
of 39.4 to 41 degrees on corn alone, 
and 42.3 to 46.1 degrees on corn 
and cotton seed meal. That is, the 
bodies were brought almost back 
to a corn standard when corn and 
cotton seed meal were used to­ 
gether. 
Packers have no right to 
discriminate sharply against pea­ 
nut !«*d hogs when th«* bodies have 
been brought back to normal corn 
standard. 
When corn and cotton 
|seed meal were used in the propor­ 
tion of three parts of corn to one 
part of cotton seed meal the extra 
gains during the short finishing 
periods were always made at a 
profit. 


The question 
of feeding these 
cheapening feeds to our Southern 
animals is one of the big econo­ 
mic questions of the South. Some 
of tin* difficulties have been over­ 
come; many others are to be solv­ 
ed yet, and it is hoped, as time 
goes on, that the various scientific 
workers of the »South may have ad­ 
ditional valuable information bear

After the peanut vine« are loos- 
ened from tin* soil they nr«- allow­ 
ed to Ii** t il lo r spread upon the 
ground or in small bunches for 
three o r four h o u rs , and then pine 
ed in small stacks around a cell 
tral stake to elite. If the peas are 
allowed to lie exposed to tin* wea­ 
ther for any length of time a flier 
digging, the pods become discolor­ 
ed and lose in weight 
A better grade of peanut h a y 
will be secured if the v ines 
are 
placed in th e small stacks as soon 


as the leaves and ste m s a r e thor­ 
oughly free from dew o r other 
surface moisture. 
Most growers 


follow t h e practice of putting the 
peas in stacks th e sa m e day they 
are removed fro m 
the 
soil, 
or 


th o se d u g during th e m o r n i n g are 
stacked in 
the 
afternoon, 
and 


th o se d u g later in th e day are 


s t a c k e d the fo llo w in g morning as 


soon as they are free from dew; 
however, any dew o r rain will d i s ­ 


co lo r t he pods. 
The essentials for caring for the 
crop during the curing period a r e 
that the peanuts be kept in small 


s t a c k s , given an abundance of air, 
and protected from both the w e a ­ 


t h e r and injury from animals. O w ­ 
ing to the fleshy nature of the 
stems they cure quite slowly and 
are liable to mildew if placed in 
large lots. 
The supply of stakes should bp 
ready in advance and may be kept 
for use from year to year. 
These 
stakes should consist of split or 
round poles about three or four in­ 
ches in diameter, 
seven feet in 
length, and sharpened 
at 
both 
ends. 
For setting the stakes in 
the ground a pointed bar of iron 
or a crowbar with which to make 
the holes is necessary. The stakes 
should be set in the ground to a 
depth of 12 to 14 inches and well 
tamped to make them firm and sol­ 
id. 
Before starting the stack one or 
two pieces of lath about eighteen 
inches in length an* nailed at right 
angles to tin* stake eighteen inches 
from the ground, in order to pre­ 
vent the peanuts coming in direct 
contact with tin* soil. In starting 
to build the stack a few vines are 
laid across the pieces of lath and 
the stilek then built up by succes­ 
sive layers of vines, the pods being 
kept well to the center against the 
stake and the tops to the outside. 
The stems should have sufficient 
out ward slope to shed water. Oc­ 
casionally a few vines should be 
hung around the stake in order to 
tie the stack together. By this me­ 
thod the pods will be near the cen­ 
ter and around the stake, where 
there is an upward circulation of 
air and general protection. W hen 
the stack has reached the desired 
height, a bunch of vines is rolled 
together and pressed down over 
the point of the stake to form a 
top, or a little dry grass 01* weeds 
may be used for this purpose. 
It is not advisable to use any­ 
thing for topping out 
the small 
stacks that will prevent the circu­ 
lation of air. A heavy covering or 
a covering of green or wet hay will 
invariably cause the peanuts to 


spoil. 
The majority of growers follow 
the practice of placing the stacks 
singly in rows in the field where

Storage in barns is not advisable 
either when curing peanuts

handled more economically and a 
better grade of hay produced by 
putting it up in tin* small stacks. 
A fter the peanuts have cured in 
tin* stacks from four to six weeks, 
those intended to be fed to stock 
may he placed in barns. 
Soils. 
The peanut will grow on a ra th ­ 


er wide variety of soils. 
It will j 
not thrive on low. wet soils, that. 1 
are distinctly inid. 
Nuts of the 
highest market quality 
ar.* pro­ 
duc'd only 011 rather light colored 
sandy or lomy soils. Highly color*, 
t*d cloy soils stain or discolor the 
nuts, thereby reducing their mar 
k<*t value. When grown as stock 
feeds, however tin* color of the 
shell is of no in nortanc** and high 
yield« are often obtained from tin* 
hcaviest clay soils. 
Preparing the Seed Bed.

! the fall for peanuts. This permits 
the vegetable m atter to decompose 
before the crop is planted.

Sandy o r loamy soils are u s u a l ­ 
ly plowed in the late winter or ear­ 
ly spring. 
If is best that they be 
plowed at least a month

This permits the seed 
bed to settle and a l s o hastens the 
germination of weed seeds which 
can then be easily and cheaply de- 
st roved.

T h e y are often 
distributed 
by 
hand. 
It is well to have a culti­ 
vator or some other suitable im­ 
plement follow the fertilizer dis­ 
tributor to better mix the fertil­ 
izers with the soil. 
Soils that are not well drained 
are usually ridged 
for 
peanuts. 
This is done by means of a small 
turn plow or other suitable imple­ 
ment. 
The ridge is formed imme­ 
diately over the 
fertilizer 
and 
should 
be 
partially 
harrowed 
down or .flattened by means of a 
fine tooth harrow before planting. 
The peanuts may be planted by 
hand or by means of a community 
planter which can he bought for 


$15.00. 
When planted in pod, germina­ 
tion may be hastened by' soaking 
the peanuts in w ater for a 
few' 
hours just before planting. 
Ap­ 
proximately two bushels of un­ 
hulled seed, or one-half bushel of 
hulled peanuts are required 
to 
plant an acre. The plants should 
be left from 7 to 12 inches apart 
in the row. depending on the var­ 
iety. 
Planting should not be done 
until the soil has become thorough 
ly w a r m in the spring. Little is to 
be gained by planting peanuts in 
a cold soil. 
Cultivation. 


The cultivation of the peaunt 
crop may wadi begin before the 
plants are up by running a weed- 


e r or section harrow 
diagonally 
across the rows. After the plants 
are well up. 
Tillage by separate 
rows begins. There is little differ­ 
ence between tin* cultured meth­ 
ods for 
peanuts 
and

c r o p s as corn, peas. etc. 
It is e s ­ 
pecially important that such im­ 
plements be used as will keep the 
soil thoroughly pulverized close to 
the plants. This facilitates the en­

fully s h a k e n from them.

a r e then thrown in small piles to 
dry. 
The potato digger may be 


very satisfactorily used in harvest­ 
ing peanuts. 
Stacking. 
As soon as the plants have sufli 
ciently dried,which requires about 
three or four hours, they are put 
in small stacks. Poles about seven 
feet long are driven securely in 
the ground. 
Around the base of 
each pole a few pieces of short 
pole are placed to keep the pea­ 
nuts off the ground. 
The peanuts 
are stacked with the vines out and 
1 the nuts in next to the pole. 
The 
stacks should be kept rather slen­ 
der and tapering tow ard the top 
to shed w ater 
Each stake is usu­ 
ally capped with grass to protect 
the nuts. 
Packing. 
Peanuts should not ho p a c k e d 
from the vines until the pods have 
become dry and tin* peas firm. 
A 
better grad«* of peanuts will be s e ­ 


c u r e d if packing is deferred until 
late autumn. The greater part of 
tin* c r o p is picked by hand. 
Ma­ 
chines a r c in use for packing pea­ 
nuts. 
They a r e profitable where 
the crop is grown 
extensively. 
Most machines have a tendency to 
crack a portion of the pods. Names 
of manufacturers of picking 
or 
threshing machinery will be fur­ 
nished on application. 
The picked pods should not be 
exposed to dampness as this dis­ 
colors them, reducing their m ar­ 
ket value.—Dept, of A. & M. <1ol- 
lege.

Harvesting. 


The greatest value of the pea­ 
nut crop to Texas farmers is as a 
pasture crop for hogs. When used 
for this purpose the hogs should be 
allowed to harvest the crop. When 
grown for the m arket the crop 
should be grown before frost. The 
proper stage of m aturity for har­ 
vesting is indicated by the tenden­ 
cy of the pods about the base of 
the plant to shed, and the vines to 
turn yellow.
